FIFTY CENTS DECLINE 

IN PRICE OF FLOUR. 



(Owensboro Messenger. ) 
A decline in the price of flour of fifty 
cents a barrel was announced Saturday 
by the secretary of the Ohio Valley 
Millers' Association, $5.05 per barrel 
being the fixed price of the asso- 
ciation's prnduct. 

The reduction in the price of flour is 
brought by the splendid yield of the 
new crop of wheat which is now being 
harvested, and which is said to be of the 
finest quality of any crop raised for a 
number of years, and although the acre- 
age is not up to the average the yield 
will be abundant and almost a bumper 
crop is promised in the Ohio valley. 

No change in the price of wheat will 
be made at present and probably not 
until the new crop begins to come to 
market. The millers are now paying 
89 cents for first class wheat.

This breach of the 
constitution Is Justified by the great 
law of necessity, the advisers of the 
mperor holding It Impossible, under 
present conditions, to secure a parlia- 
ment ca|>able of co-operating harmonl- 
uusly with the crown to rescue Russia 
Irom anarchy and revolution. 

The dissolution of the second dou- 
ma was received throughout St. Pe- 
tersburg with perfect tranquility, 
thanks to the precautionary measures, 
and in no place in Russia, so far as 
known, were there serious disturb- 
ances. 

Demonstrations among St. Peters- 
burg workmen are anticipated, but the 
authorities are not alarmed. They 
profeas to b'- chiefly apprehensive over 
the possibility of rioting and racial 
excesses In Odessa and Kiev and oth- 
er cities where party feeling runs 
high An outbreak of agrarian disor- 
ders in several regions of the empire 
Is sntlclpated later when the peas- 
antry learn of the dissolution, but a 
spirit of quiet confidence In Ihe abil- 
ity of the government to handle the 
situation prevails In administrative 
circles. 

News of the dissolution reached the 
St. Petersburg paperB too late for their 
last editions, but the public was quick- 
ly Informed through extras Sunday 
morning and great posters set out by 
the police at all street corners con- 
taining the ukase announcing the dis- 
soltijion ancl the Imperial manifesto. 
Little knots of readers clustered 
around these the whole day. attentive- 
ly perusing the manifesto, the phras- 
ing of which was calculated to appeal 
to the patriotism Of the lower BlSSSSS, 
Little enthusiasm or excitement, how 
ever, was evoked, and many of the 
readers as they turned sway, spat si- 
lently upon the ground as a sign of 
their contempt. 

The Hague Disapproves. 

The Hague. June 17.— The dissolu- 
tion of the douma and the promulga- 
tion of a new election system In Rus- 
sia have created a profound Impres 
slon among the delegates at the peace 
conference. Although the dissolution 
Of the douma was anticipated by those 
who have been closely following re- 
cent developments in St. Petersburg.

After a residence of some six months 
in Florida I thought I would write you 
some news of thi6 southern part of the 
world. Hillsborough Farm, our present 
abode, is a large, new house some two 
years old; pleasantly situated among a 
grove of scattering pines and scrubby 
oaks; it is 100 feet long and 40 feet wide. 

ith a double 10 foot porch on either 
side the full length of the house, with a 
large hall above and below; also a wide 
hall at right angles through the center of 
the house. The dining room is capable 
ating comfortably 200 people; there 
is preaching here twice a month on every 
first and third Sunday, and prayer meet- 
ing every Wednesdayjnight. 
There ar: a dozen boarders here and 
3 contagious disease in the whole house. 
They all look well eat hearty and are 
neatly dressed. It makes one wonder 
why they are here. But it is a nice 
uiet place, and believed to be as heal- 
iy as any where in the world with as 
ttle sickness in the sin-rounding coun- 
ry which is thickly settled. This farm 
I very large and the nicest kept orange 
grove* in all tne surrounding country. 
But owing to a severe drouth of over 
seven months, confined to Florida alone, 
which was never known before, the veg- 
etable gardens have suffered greatly, 
and the orange trees have not bloomed 
making the latter crop a failure in Flor- 
ida, and a great loss financially to the 
state, but at this writing the rain is

Justice Brewer ef United Statea Su- 
preme Court en Public Ownership. 

There Is this Important difference 
between public and private Indebted- 
ness: The Individual may mortgage his 
home or other property, and If the pur- 
pose for which the mortgnge Is given 
proves a fnilure the property mnv t*. 
lost to him. and on bis death his bain 
simply receive so much less tfaaU) they 
otherwise would, but the Indebtedness 
casta no burden upon them It mny 
wipe out his entire property nnd they 
receive nothing. To that extent they 
may suffer If a failure to Inherit prop 
erty can be called suffering Hut pub 
lie Indebtedness Is of a different rluir 
acter. It does not wipe out property 
now existing, but It casts a burden 
upon the Industries nnd toll of those 
who come after ns. Interest and prin- 
cipal are met by taxes, and taxes con- 
tinue from age to age until the debt Is 
pnld. They who come after us, who 
may receive little or no benefit from 
the debt, are called upon to contribute 
the proceeds of tbelr labor to Its pay- 
ment In other words, while private 
Indebtedness does not mortgage or In- 
cumber future Industry and labor, pub- 
lic indebtedness does. Ami in piling 
np public Indebtedness we too often 
forget that the future will have Its bur- 
dens—that there will be demands upon 
It for expenditures. Improvements and 
conveniences corresponding to the life 
of that day will be needed. So that 
there Is injustice In crenting a public 
Indebtedness for Improvements which 
will be mainly available In our day 
and only to a alight degree of benefit 
to thoee who come after us. Indeed, 
generally speaking, It Is fair to leave 
each generation to determine what 
amount of public burdens It will as- 
sume, and each should take care of Its 
own public Indebtedness. - Leslie's 
Weekly. 

FUNCTIONS OF THE STATE. 

Interesting Analysis Made by Biehop 
Stang of Fall River. 

In a recent address In St. Mary's 
cathedral Bishop Stang of Fall Hlver 
thus analysed the functions of the 
state: 

"The state should not absorb the 
rights of Individuals, but should keep 
them Inviolate unless they clash with 
the common good snd the Interests of 
others. The proper oftVe of the gov- 
ernment Is to foster public well l>elng 
and private prosperity by maintaining 
peace and good order, safeguarding 
family life, respecting religion and 
punishing evil doers. 

"Civil authority may step In to in- 
terfere If through strikes there Is Im- 
minent danger of disturbance to the 
public peace. If In workshops and fac- 
tories there Is danger to morals 
through the mixing of sexes or from 
any occasion of evil, if the health of 
laborers Is endangered by excessive 
work or the want of sanitary arrange- 
ments or If lal>or Is unsulted to sex or 
age, but the state should not intervene 
In or meddle with private concerns any 
further than Is required for the rem- 
edy of the evil or the removal of the 
danger. The state should not only 
protect private ownership as some- 
thing sacred and Inviolable, but its pol- 
icy should tie to Induce ss many people 
as possible to become owners. The
